With the 
view of becoming Mr. Davis’ biographer 
in the early days of July, 1867, I called 
at his molest home in Montreal. He wus 
as prompt in reaponding to my desire to 
see him as his physical condition would 
permit—for this was less than two 
months after his release from 
prison. I was a passenger aboard a 
steamer en route from Richmond to 
Norfolk, in May, 1865, when the steam- 
er containing Mr. Davisand family and 
their fellow-prisoners was lying at the 
wharf at Fortress Monroe just previous to 
his incarceration. The suttlers and camp- 
followers and unsexed women that 
thronged the boat, on which I was a 
passen er, were most anxious to see 
‘Jeff,” and all the way to Norfo.k, 1 was 
entertained (a silent and reluctant listen- 
er) with expressions of sue moyen 
that Mr. Davis and ae op had not been 
brought upon the deck of the Clyde as a 
spectacle for the vulgar gaze of the mot- 
-ley crowd. From the Clyde Mr. Davis 
passed to his solitary confinement in the 
fort to endure cruelties and indignities 
that caused the southftears of agony, that 
awoke the horror of the civili world, 
and will forever bring the blush to the 
cheek of the American citizen when re- 
minded of the shameful story of the pris- 
oner of Fortress Monroe. Two years sub-) 
sequently I saw Mr. Davis as he was re# 
leased fromconfinement upon that fa- 
mous bailbond which bore Horace Gree- 
ley’s signature. -The heart of Richmond 
seemed about to burst with a joy that 
was genuine as that wasted figure emerg- 
ed from the custom house through the 
very door that led to the executive office 
during the war.

Funeral ot Admiral Collins. 
KINGSTON, JAMAICA, September 
Advices from Lima, dated August 13th, 
relating to the death and funeral of Ad- 
miral Collins, say that the greatest 
honors were paid bythe Peruvian gov- 
ernment to the deceased. The minister 
of war issued an order that the honors 
due to ageneral of a division in active 
service be shown to the memory of Ad- 
miral Collins, and an infantry regiment 
of the line, a squadron of cavalry, and 
two sections of flying artillery were sent 
to Callao to take part in the funeral pro- 
cession to tne Protestant cemetery at 
Bella Vista, which isa short mile from 
the port. In this mournful cortege were
